The Ultimatum of the United States 
a Surprise to Chile. 


Her Reply Will be Handed to Minister 
Egan Today. 


| President Harrison’s Message Goes to Con- 


gress This Afternoon—He Will be 
Fully Upheld—Chile’s Game 
of Duplicity and Bluff, 


| By Telegraph to The Times. 


New York, Jan. 25.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald's Valparaiso 
correspondent cables: ‘‘The ultimatum 
of the United States has been handed 
the Chilean government by Minister 
Egan. The prompt sending of this ulti- 
matum, instead of an order to Egan 


| that he return home, has surprised the 


Chilean government, and it is rumored 
that President Montt, who is at a bath- 
ing resort, has been asked to return at 
once to Santiago and consult with the 
cahinet and Council of State in regard 
to the matter. 

“I had an interview tonight with Ed- 
} uardo Matta and Judge Alfonso, both 
members of the Council of State. When 
Iinformed them of the nature of the 
ultimatum sent by Blaine they ex- 
pressed considerable surprise, and, with- 
out formally committing themselves, 
both agreé that it would be a supine 
act to now withdraw Matta’s letter. 
They expressed hope that at the meet- 
ing of the Council of State in conjunc- 
tion with the cabinet tomorrow a 
peaceful solution of the difficulty might 
be arranged. Judge Alfonso, who is 
well known to Secretary Blaine, said- 
that any war between the two countries 
would be exceedingly foolish, and he 
was fully convinced that the United 
States did not desire to humiliate Chile. 

‘‘When I saw Don Carlos Walker Mar- 
tinez tonight he expressed deep regret 
that the Chilean cabinet had brought © 
matters to such a crisis and evinced 
strong hope fora peaceful settlement. 
He has no doubt that the sentiment cf 
the Chilean Congress will hold these 
views. 

‘During the last week, in spite of the 
show of friendship toward Egan by Pe- 
reira, Minister Foryeign Affairs, and 
other members of ti@ Chilean cabinet, 
events have come to light exhibit- 
ing surprising duplicity. Egan was 
asked last week by the Chilean 
Foreign Office to ‘recognize’ the 
fact that Blaine had accepted a renunci- 
ation of Matta’s circular letter by the 
Chilean government, the so-called re- 
nunciation being founded upon the ex- 
planation that Harrison's message was 
a domestic document, and it was there- 
fore improper for a foreign government 
officially tocomment upon it. He de- 
clined to acknowledge the ‘renuncia- 
tion’ upon the ground stated by the 
Chilean authorities without official in- 
formation from Washington. When 
the request in regard to the Matta note 
was made upon Egan he was told thata 
letter in regard to the subject would be 
sent to the American legation. The 
promised letter was not sent. On the 
contrary the Chilean government cabled 
to Montt, its Minister at Washington, 
to demand the recall of Egan because 
he was a persomunon grata. 

‘Blaine’s reply to the demand for 
Egan’s recall was delivered yesterday. 
Instéad of being an instruction to Egan 
to return home, it instructed the Ameri- 
can Minister to deliver the ultimatum 


}of the United States to the Chilean 


authorities. Minister Egan in- 
structed, if the demand.of the ulti- 
matum is not complied with at once, to 
sever diplomatic relations with the 
Chilean government. 

‘The Chilean public is not aware of 
the gravity of the present situation, 
nor does it know that the American 
ultimatum has been received. The 
cabinet has been acting secretly and is 
accused in some quarters not only of 


giving out false news to the public, but 
also of keeping the real facts from 
the counsellors of state. Vague and 


uncertain rumors have gained circu- 
lation in Safatia ago and Valparaiso, but 
the real danger is not generally known. 

“Kennedy. the British Minister, act- 
ing under instructions from his home 
government, went to Santiago this 
morning to offer his friendly offices as 
mediator: I am confident that the 
United States Government will receive 
all its demands and fully believe that 
the action of the cabinet in allowing 
the present complications to arise will 
be censured tomorrow at the meeting 
of the chamber. There is a marked 
sentiment, however, in army and navy 
circles against saluting the American 
flag should that be demanded. I am

CHILE WELL PREPARED, 


She has Been Using the Delay to Get 
Ready for War. 

New York, Jan. 25.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] According to a Wash- 
ington correspondent a startling iece 
of information has reached the Rios 
Department which adds to the serious- 
ness of the situation. Agents of the de- 
partment in Paris report the Capitan 
Pratt is not the only Chilean vessel pre- 
paring for sea at French shipyards, but 
that the cruiser Presidente Pinto is fit- 
ting out for service at a French At- 
lantic port and is actually ready 
to sail. If Chile succeeds _ in 
her evident plan of delaying action 
in this country for threeor four aveeks 
longer, the United States will find it 
a_ difficult matter to secure 
nation any terms, and a naval expert is 
authority for the statement that the 
United States would find it impossible 
to defeat the Chilean forces. ‘They al- 
re@dy have a warlike fleet, drilled 
and otherwise put in condition for 
actual service. They have increased 
their stock of torpedoes’ and supplied 
allships with smokeless powWtler. ‘They 
are at work on coast defenses, and have 
so far progressed with their projects 


that a few more weeks wil! see them on.

SANTIAGO EXCITED. 


Much War Talk—A Keply to the Ultima- 
tum to be Made Today. 

Sant1aGo (Chile,) Jan. 24.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.| Excitement 
over the imbroglio with the United 
States is growing rapidly. The Valpa- 
raiso incident is the prevailing topic of 
conversation and the probable results 
of a war are eagerly discussed. While 
it cannot be said that excitement has 
reached the stage known as ‘war 
fever,” yet the natural martial instincts 
of the Chilean people are greatly 
aroused. 

It was definitely ascertained today 
that Sefior Periera, Chilean Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has sent to United 
States Minister Egan a formal notifica- 
tion that the Chilean government will 
reply tomorrow tothe note containing 
the ultimatum of the United States 
Government. 

It is also learned thatthe British Min- 
ister to Chile has received instructions 
from his government to offer his ser- 
vices as mediator to prevent. .war }e- 
tween Chile and the United States.

A New Chinese Exclusion Act 
Proposed. 


It Absolutely Prohibits Coolies from 
Entering This Country. 


Skilled and Unskillea Laborers to be 
Equally Kept Out. 


Other Washington News—The Funeral of 
Justice Bradley Conducted with 
Much Simplicity—The New 
Code of House Rules. 


By Telegranh to The Times. 

Wasainoton, Jan. 24,—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Representative Stump 
of Maryland, chairman of the House 
Committee on Immigration, has pre- 
pared a bill absolutely prohibiting the 
coming of Chinese laborers into the 
United States for a period of twenty 
years, which he will lay before the com- 
mittee at an early day. Mr. Stump has 
considerable knowledge of the effects 
of Chinese immigration, having been a 
member of the House committee of the 
last Congress that visited the Pacific 
Coast and conducted an investigation 
into the subject. The bill is a lengthy 
one and he invites criticism of any 
features of it from persons interested 
in the subject. The principal provi- 
sions are as follows: 

It is made unlawful for a period of 
twenty years after the passage of the 
act for any Chinese laborers, whether 
subjects of the Chinese empire or any 
Other foreign government, including 
those now here and who may hereafter 
leave the country and attem}tto return 


thereto. and those who have never been } 


here, or having been here have departed 
therefrom, to come within or cross the 
boundaries of the United States or land 
or remain at any port or place 
within the United States. The 
provision applies to Chinese la- 
borers who come to the United 
States for purpose of transit only, as 
well as to those whocome for any other 
purpose. The coming of any Chinese 
persons, other than laborers, is also ab- 
solutely prohibited, except as heregfter 
provided for. The words ‘labor or 
laborers’’ are construed to mean both 
skilled and unskilled laborers. All Chi- 
nese other than laborers desiring to 
pass through, or over, any portion of 
the United States in transit, or to visit 
the country temporarily for any pur- 
pose, will be required to obtain permits 
from the United States consul at 
the port of departure specifying the 
object of the visit and containing a per- 
sonal description of themselves and 
those accompanying them. Any Chi- 
nese merchant.now residing in the 
United States and doing business, of 
which the sales amount to at least $10,- 
VOO per year, desiring temporarily to 
visit abroad, will be allowed to return 
to the United States, provided he estab- 
lishes by satisfactory evidence the 
above facts before his departure. 

Nothing contained in the act is to 
prevent the coming into this country of 
Chinese persons duly accredited as min-. 
isters plenipotentiary, embassadors or 
other diplomatic representatives, con- 
suls general, consular or commercial 
agents, and other officers of the Chinese 
or other governments traveling upon 
the business of their governments with 
their immediate families, body and 
house servants. The master of any ves- 
sel knowingly bringing into the country 
any Chinese persons in violation of the 
law will be liable to punishment, and 
every vessel whose master knowingly 
violates any provisions of the act will 
be deemed forfeited to the United 
States. It is made the duty ofall Chi- 
nese persons now in the United States 
to register before an officer of the 
United States within five months after 
the passage of the act and to apply for 
a residence certificate granting them 
permission to remain within the United 
States. Persons ‘found thereafter un- 
provided with certificales as provided 
by the act will be liable to deportation, 
unless they can show that by some una- 
voidable cause they were unable to pro- 
cure certificates, and that they were 
residents of the United States” at the 
time of the passage of the act. It .is 
made unlawful for common carriers to 
transport or for any one to employ any 
Chinaman who does not first exhibit his 
certificate of registration as required 
by the act. 

When a Chinaman is convicted of any 
crime by a United States court, or o: 
violation of any provisions of the act 
and ordered deported to China, it may 
be lawful to order and direct that the 
convict pay a fine not exceeding $500 
and the costs of conviction and depor- 
tation. In case of failure to do so he 
may be compelled to labor upon some 
Government work long enough to sat- 
isfy said fine and costs at the rateof $1° 
per day and rations. The penalty for 
the commission of crimes against the 
United States by Chinese persons (ex- 
cept those-of a capital nature of the 
first degree) shall be deportation to 
Any Chinese person entering 
the United States by way of contiguous 
foreign territory shall be deemed as 
having come direct from China and be 
deported, unless he claims to be and 
produces reasonable proof that he is a 
citizen of such contiguous foreign terri- 
tory. No State or United States court 
is hereafter to admit Chinese t6 Citizen- 
ship.

At the same 
time, the circulating medium of the 
country is lowered beyond its proper 
margin, money (gold) becomes scarce 
and high and hard to get, the debtor 
classes are squeezed, their products and 
property depreciated, and. they are lit- 
erally driven to the wall.

That 
the policy of the gold-bugs is un-Amer- 
ican in every respect, and is dictated by 
the capitalistic influences of England, 
Senator Stewart makes very plain. He 
Says: 

It may be asked, who are the parties in- 
terested in degrading silver toa commod- 
ity? That question is easily answered. 

They are two powerful classes who have 
their principal place of business tn London. 
One class desires cheap silver for the pur. 
pose of speculating in Asiatic products. 
The purchasing power of silver in Asia is 
about the same that it was before it was de. 
monetized in the western world. Dealers 
in Asiatic products buy cheap silver in the 
United States, coin it into rupees or other 
Asiatic money and sell it at par in exchange 
for Asiatic products. This powerful class 
of middiemen have made hundreds of mil- 
lions by the purchase of cheap silver in the 
United States for use as money in Asia. 
They enjoy asimilar arvest to that gath- 
ered by the merchants in San Francisco 
during the war. Those merchants pur- 
chased goods for greenbacks andsold them 
on the Pacific Coast for goid and pocketed 
the difference. The dealers in Asiatic prod- 
—_ buy silver at from 30 to 40 per cent.

In- 
dia is required to pay annually at the Bank 
of England $80,000,000 forinterest on her 
public debt. This interest is collected by 
the issuance of council bills by the Bank of 
‘England, which are drafts on India payable 
in silver rupees.

These bills are sold on the London 
markettothe highest bidder and bought 
by persons who wish to mwnake remittances 
to India for cotton, Jute; wheat or any 
other commodity. In the ordinary course 
of business‘about $2,500,000 of these bills 
are sold each week. Butin case it suits the 
convenience of speculators in Indian prod- 
ucts and of investors in bonds to depress 
the price of silver it is only, neeessary to 
sell more council bills than the market re- 
quires.

ver went to $1.21 an ounce it was the boast 
of the tinancial manager for Indta that he 
sold ceuricil bills several weeks in advance 
and broke the market for silver. By this 
method the Bank of England is enabied to. 
sell silver ‘‘short’’ without the necessity of 
filling its ‘‘shorts;'* because these bilis are 
payable only in India, and if more of them 
are sold: than are required for remittence 
to thatcountry they must decline in the 
market. 


Gold and silver were the circulating 
coins of this country on a basis of six- 
teen to one from the .earliest times to 
1876, when silver was virtually demon- 
etized by the restriction of its free 
coinage. Senator Stewart shows that 
silver had been used asmoney from pre- 
historic times. It was the money of 
the Constitution and the laws of the 
United States. Europe was flooded 
with literature to show that it was a 
more reliable, safer and better money 
metal than gold.* A generation of 
hardy pioneers had expended their en- 
ergies and exhausted their fortunes in 
the discovery and development of 
silver miffés, which were found inevery 
State and Territory between the Pacific 
Ocean and the eastern slope of the 
Rocky Mountains. 

Under these circumstances the United 
States, a debtor nation, and the great- 
est producer of silver, inaugurated the 
legislation: which rejected silver as a 
money metal. The price of silver im- 
mediately thereafter declined and 
thousands of-silver-mine owners were 


ruined by the depreciation of ae 


property. The discount on silver pro- 
duced from the mines that would pay 
to work, notwithstanding the decline of 
the price of silver, has amounted to 
more than $150.000,000. Over 870,- 
000,000 of this discount has been paid 


into the Treasury of the United 
States by the difference between 
the "market price at which the 


Government bought silver and the 
coined value at which it was is- 
sued in standard dollars or their repre- 
sentatives. Free coinage would restore 
silver as a money metal for all the peo- 
pie, but it would not give the mine owner 
more than the market value for his sil- 
ver. If 412% grains ef standard silver 
could, as formerly, be exchanged at the 
mint for a dollar, the market price for 
that quantity of silver would, as form- 
erly, be just $1. Thereis no difference 
between the mint value and the market 
value of gold, -The same was true of 
silver before-it was demonetized, and it 
would be true again under free coinage.

The Struggle for Bimetalism, 

If Great Britain; Germany and the 
United States join forces to hold an in- 
ternational. monetary ¢pnference they 
are pretty sure to bring about a respec- 
table gathering, but it is doubtful 
whether the relations between silver 
and gold may be adjusted by it so that 
they will ‘‘stay put.” 
much that is extrinsic and arbitrary 
about the valuation placed upon the 
precious metals that it is very difficult 
to bring two or three nations. let-alone 
a dozen, to think exactly alike on the 
matter. Of course the desire of the 
United States is to better the status of 
silver by giving it a definite recognition 
as money the world over. and a fixed 
value with reference to gold. 

A few years agoa royal commission 
in Great Britain made a report to Par- 
liament upon the question of bimetal- 
ism, which was to the effect that it 
could find no tenable or valid objection 
to bimetalism as~a theory, in spite of 
the assertion often made that the double 
standard was unscientific and imprac- 
ticable. This commission was purely 
advisory, and had no power to even 
recommend legislation, and the advice 
came to naught. 

The reserve capital of. Great Britain, 
the creditor class,.has intrenched itself 
behind a wall of gold.‘and it will stand 
a long siege before .ig will surrender, 
unless the attack is made by forces more 
powerful than trade “combinations and 
associations. 

The English produger, like the Amer- 
ican, does not want to see his products 


‘minimized in value, and he sees that 


the remonetization of silver would tend 
to equalize conditions and take from 
the creditor class the tremendous ad- 
vantage which it has under the present 
system; but it is to be feared that the 
gold interest in Great Britain is too 


powerful for the producer, even though 


| the latter may be absolutely correct in | 


his theories of finance.

AT THE-CHURCHES. 


Large Attendance at St. Paul’s 
Yesterday Morning. 


An Eloquent Sermon by the Pastor, 
Rev. Mr. Bugbee. 

Rev. B. W. R. Tayler at St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, 


An Instructive Sermon to Young Men by 
Rev. A. C. Smither—Regular Serv- 
ices at the First Presby- 
terian Church. 


St. Paul’s Episcopal Church was 
thronged with worshipers yesterday 
morning. There was not a vacant pew 
from chancel to entrance and the ush- 
@rs had some difficulty’ in finding seats 
for the late comers. The music at St. 
Paul’s is always an interesting part of 
the service. Theclear, sweet, treble 
voices of the choir boys chanting the 
responses or leading the congregation 
in the hymns lend an attractiveness to 


this important portion of the worship, for. 


*music is the universal language of. 
mankind,’ andathread of song often 
finds him who a sermon flies. 

The rector, Rev. George Franklin 
Buebee. preached with his us.al,elo- 
quence from thetext: ‘If wesay that 
We nave no sin, we deceive ourselves and 
the truth is notin us.’’ 

There are three sources of knowledge 
from which the problem of human sin 
has been attempted to be solved: Rea- 
son, consciousness and _ revelation. 
The first sometimes maintains that sin 
is an eternal principle. that good and 
evil are co-existent and co-eternal, that 
sin is the necessary opposition which 


virtue and good require, and without it. 


the condition of the moral universe 


would be nothing but one vast, lifeless” 


stagnation. 

The manifest objections to such a 
theory are that it makes evil a neces- 
sity of the universe and, therefore. un- 
blamable; it destroys the solitary pre- 
éminence of God; does away wholly 
with human responsibility for sin; de- 


prives evil of évery quality that men 


can justly hate and condemn, or that 
God can punish and destroy. 

Human consciousness testifies to the 
fact of sin; men everywhere impute 
blame to others for injury received; 
they may forgive it out that does not 
remove the sense of its wrongness. 
The accusations of conscience lash the 
soul when no human eye is watching 
and no mind cognizant of the wrong. 
This is the witness of the inner con- 
sciousness to the guilt of sin. Forgive- 


ness in itself implies the fact of sin and }_ 
‘the desire of forgiveness is as univer- 
If sin is®no more 


sal as evil itself. 
blamable than a storm or a famine 
ora pestilénce or a blizzard, and is just 
as much the result of cause and effect 
as these things, then it is folly to de- 
sire forgiveness for sin. 

The revelation of God’s word testi- 
fies to the fact of sin; the whole Bible 
is grounded on that fact, starting with 
evil entering, through disobedience, 
into the garden of Eden, 
through its pages it.speaks of man con- 
tinually as a sinner by nature—‘‘by the 
disobedience of one man sin entered 
into the world and death by sin.’’ 

The enlargement and elaboration of 
these points resuited in a sermon of un- 
usual power which carried conviction 
with every sentence. In his closing ar- 
gument Dr. Bugbee said: x 

“Men differ in everything—in lan- 
guage, color, habits, customs, govern- 
ment, climates, the food they eat, in 
the endowments of body and mind, in 
their acqtisitions of learning, of riches, 
of position, but amid all this multiplied 
diversity there is one thing in which 
men do not differ. Human nature, 
everywhere true to itself, produces a 
harvest of sin and trouble.’’ 

A tender exhortation to penitence 
closed the discourse and the vast con- 
gregation knelt fora moment in.silent 
prayer as the final ‘‘amen’’ from the 
choir boys floated out from the vestry. 

AT ST. JOHN’S EPISCOPAL CHURCGH. 

Rev. W. R,. Tayler, the rector, 
preached yesterday morning toa large 
congregation on the subject of the cre- 
ation of the universe as expressed in 
the first verse of the Bible: ‘In the 
beginning God created the heaveus and 
the earth.”’ 

The word ‘‘created,’’ he explained, 
means that God called into existence 
out of nothing that matter, or sub- 
stance, animate or inanimate, which 
we see round about us. The ques- 
tions regarding the origin of the 
universe, in the face ofso much anxious 
and sincere inquiry, must be met and 
scientifically answered. Variousschools 
of thought or philosophy exist which 
question ttie Christian ideas of the cre- 
ation, and among the most prominent 
of these schools are the materalistic 
and the pantheistic. The materialist 
holds that matter always existed and 
that the beauties and harmonies of the 
universe are the result of blind force 
acting upon blind matter, operating 
under the guidance of a chance. To 
confute this theory, which materialism 
has the unparalleled audacity to assert. 
the preacher asked the congregation if 
any of them could conceive of their in- 
telligence, their minds, being the result 
ofa mere chance. It isas unreasonable 
to sav that chance is responsible for the 
varied beauties and harmonies of the 
universe as to say that the accidental 
spilling of a case of type on the floor of 
a printer’s office would produce a Shake- 
speare or a Milton. The extreme recoil 
from this gross materialism was panthe- 
ism, which teaches that everything isa 
part of God. This book, that tree, is a 
part of God. There are two objections 
to this: one intellectual, the other 
moral. ‘The intellectual objection is 
that God is wrapped up in and comprfe- 
hended by the universe. 
therefore, dissociate himself from it, 
The infinite is comprehended, there- 
fore, by,the finite; the greater is in- 
cloded within the lesser. an absurd and 
illogical proposition. The moral diffi- 
culty in pantheism is that if it were 
true and God is a part of everything He 
is thus associated with and becomes 
part of all the adulteries, thefts, mur- 
ders and sins of the world. There is no 
theory consistent with our ideas of the 
‘omnipresence, the omniscience and the 
omnipotence of God and His relation to 
the universe but that which is expressed 
in the first verse of the book of Gen- 
esis: ‘In the beginning God, created 
the heaven and the earth.”’ 

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH.

A large congregation assembled yes- 
terday morning at Temple Street Chris- 
tian Church. The pastor, Rev. A, C. 
Smither, conducted the services and 
preached a most eloquent and instruc- 
tive sermon upon the _ international 


Sunday-school Jesson, or ‘*Hezekiah's | 


Prayer.’' In the evening the house was 
again full. The sermon was upon the 
previously-announced subject: ‘The 
Model Young Man.’’. The following is 
the sermon in substance: 

Young men find opportunities in the 
business world ‘today unknown in any 
previous age in the world's history, but 
to be a successful business man there 
must be.special preparation for it. 
‘his is an age of specialties and he who 
aspires to a high rank in business, as in 
any of the professions, must be well 
prepared before entering it and engag- 
ing in his life pursuit. So in the pro- 
fessional line; young men who have set 
up as their mark some of the profes- 
sions, such teaching, preaching, 
medicine, law or politics, must pave 
the way with special preparation. 
There never wasn age of such great 
opportunity for success in any profes- 
sion; the wonderful discoveries and 
progress in the sciences, the opportun- 
ity for mental research and culture 
have never been'so bountiful as in the 
evening of this nigeteenth century, and 
young men who.have their eyes open 
may reap the reward of a successful 
professional life. In politicallife there 
is a broad field for good work; we need 
higher types of statesmanship, and 
more-searnest, zealous men who hold the 
public trustin their hands. Young men 
who look fora field of usefulness can- 
not make a mistake by laying their 
lives upon the altar of their country’s 
public trust. 

We need 


who enter into the professions, or into 
business or politics, because Christianity 
is the only safeguard against the great 
public enemy, the enemy of every man, 
of every soul that exerts himself in 
behalf of the betterment of himself and 
society. We need young men who hate 
evil, who hate the saloon. gambling and 
licentiousness. There is no need of 
complaint for lack of educationai oppor- 
tunities in this age of public schools— 
free as the air to him who will but par- 
take—in this age of colleges, and of 
seminaries. There is no excuse for a 
voung man of today to go uneducated, an 
il.i.erate being, or an ignoramus. We 
want young men of ambition, whoaspire 
to be of service to their country, to their 
neighbor, to society and to themselves. 
Society suffers the want of an ambitious 
element, that which ennobles. builds up, 
purifies, crystallizes into the noblest 
type of manhood and womanhood the 
rising generation which is accom- 
plished by the characters composing it. 
Society makes the community, the com- 
munity the State, the State the nation. 
Charity begins at home—so does mor- 
ality, and it spreads its mighty influence 
to the uttermost parts of the nation, 
be it good or evil. The model young 
man should have pluck, genuine ‘‘Amer- 
ican grit,’ and apply it in his profes- 
sion:'for maintaining honesty and for 
truth. 

These qualities lived and practiced 
will make friends, and friends of the 
only true type—friends who will be 
such inaeed because friends in need. 
Friends of this character insure sugcess 
in this life andin the life to come. 

The young divine grew eloquent, and 
watmly pleaded for that which is most 
devoutly to be wished, ‘‘model young 
men,’’ tv lift up humanity; to Christian- 
ize and civilize the world.

feilow-men, to ourselves—surely the 
world is full of full hearts. 

Nevertheless the world is full of: 
small prayers, prayers that do not over- 
flow out of fullness but rather leak 
out of emptiness. The soul has a habit 
of shutting itself together and commun- 
ing with its Author through, asit were, 
avery narrow opening. ‘The soul does 
not flow out to God; its prayers are 
small and confined. Now God desires 
and invites His people to let down the 
barriers of the heart, to open the flood- 
gates of the soul and to enter into full 
and free communion with Him, He it 
is and He alone who can take all our 
burdens, can carry all our loads. He 
delights to pardon and forgive and to 
graut eternal life through His Son. He 
alone is worthy of complete trust and 
confidence, and is ever present and 
ready to help. He is not too great, too 
holy. too far away—such ‘thoughts are 
due toa failure to know Him. When 
once the soul knows God it will re- 
alize that its highest welfare lies in 
pouring out itself to Him. God, is

ROSELLE’S PARDON. © 


Something About the Crime of Which He _- 


was Convicted, - 

The news that Roselle, the vitriol- 
throwing fiend, had been pardoned by 
Gov.

Pe- 
trie. on the other hand,claimed that Mrs. 
Roselle called him in, and when sitting 
in his lap suddenly got up and poured 
the vitriol. in his face. The ease was 
bitterly contested. the State being repre. 
sented by District Attorney Dupuy and 
the Roselles by the Crawford brothers. 


Finally after two trials Roselle was . 


convicted of being aceessory . to the 
crime,,it being supposed that he was 
concealed in the room and: compelled 
his wife to throw the vitriol. He was 
sentenced to pine vears in San Quentin. 
Mrs. Koselle was finally acquitted and 
left the city.

LOST HIS NERVE. 


How a Good Engineer Was Spoiled by an 
Accident. 

Denver (Colo.,) Jan. 19.—([Corre- 
spondence.] A little over a vear ago 
an accident happened on one of the big 
trunk lines that run into Denver a short 
distance out.of the city. One dark, 
rainy night, just as the engine was 
rounding a short curve, it jumped the 
track and the engineer was badly hurt 
in the wreck..

As an engineer his acci- 
dent has ruined him for life, and now 
he says no amount of money could hire 
him to.steer an engine around that 
curve again.

SA great dealis being said and writ- 
ten about the wonderful career of 
George Wheaton Allen, commonly 
known as ‘‘Land-Bill Allen,’’ who died 
in the Franklin County Infirmary No- 
vember 29, and was given a _ public 
funeral from the State Capitol of Ohio 
on December 2. Where so much is said 
a great deal of romance is woven in 
with a very small amount of truth, It 
was Allen’s claim that he was the 
author of the homestead law. There 
are grave grounds for doubting this. 
Allen kept an aution room for “marty 
years in Columbus, and operated a num- 
ber of peddling wagons which carried 
about everything from a yardof tape to 
a sauce-pan.* On one of these he had 
painted, ‘‘Land-Bill Allen, a Home for 
All.”’ As he drove from place to place, 
he would lectire on the proposed bill 
providing for the preémption of public 
lands, and the idea was finally enacted 
into the homestead law. In this way 
he held acrowd. The claim that Allen 
was the author of the measure is a 
myth and should be laid on the shelf 
with his other claim that he spent 
$60,000 in advocating the. proposed 
law. Such men as Allen are today 
called ‘‘jawsmiths.’’ He was nothing 
more. He was lazy and never workeda 
day that he could .help himself. He 
was a Democrat in polities and used his 
hobby of the homestead law to try and 
ride into the Ohio Legislature. While 
making his canvass he announced that 
he also wanted to goto Congress. His 
constituents refused to even elect him 
to represent them in the State Legisla- 
ture, and ever afterward he had a griev- 
ance. Such methods as he used in his 
days todraw acrowd are now called 
‘advertising fakes.”’ 

He was a street fakir—nothing more. 
In the furtherance of his political am- 
bition he may have spent $1000, even 
if he at any time in his life possessed 
that much clear money. One thing is 
evident: The idea of the homestead 
law was born long before Allen advo- 
cated it. He was neither the framer 
nor the originator of the law, and yet 
misguided people who have never taken 
the pains to inform themselves are to- 
day engaged in lauding him to the skies. 
Another thing is certain: Nosuch a 
spectacle was ever before seen in this 
country as that which occurred at 
Columbus on December 2, when a poor 
old man who had died a pauper was 
honored with having his emaciated re- 
mains lie in state in the Capitol while 
a throng of people passed by todo bim 
homage. A public ‘subscription was 
raised and the remains interred in a 
beautiful cemetery. It is the history 
of old Homer repeated.

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


Charges Against the Management by a 
Patient Flatly Denied. 

A morning paper yesterday printed 
some ‘‘startling charges’’ against the 
management of the County Hospital, 
made by ‘‘a many named Craig, who is 
“now lying in the last stages of con- 
sumption at No. 209 Augusta street.” 
According to the article,-Craig. who 
was formerly a patient in. the hospital, 
claims *‘that incurables are deliberately 
poisoned so that they may be 
gotten rid of as soon as_ possible. 
He alleges that he himself wit- 
nessed several cases of the kind. One 
man, he says, who was gradually sink- 
ing. was given a dose of something and 
then yee abandoned. He cried 
for food and ter, but no one listened 
to his complaints. He also alleges that 
attendants, upon recognizing his own 
hopeless condition, had attempted to 
give him the fatal dose, also, but that 
he refused to take it, and at his first op- 
portunity had insisted on being taken 
away from the hospital.”’ 

Inquiry at the’ hospital developed the 
fact that no man..named. Craig had 
been in the hospital recently, but the 
officers state that a man named Gregg, 
who answered the description, had re- 
cently beegn taken away from the hos- 
pital by his friends. Gregg, they said, 
was in the last stages’ of consumption 
when he came in, and was, of course, 
put in the consumptive ward. He was 
a very good patient, they said. and 
caused. no trouble. He was at times 
mentally unbalanced, whichis a common 
thing in patients in his condition, but 
never made any complaint. Several 
deaths had occurred in the consumptive 
ward, which had been witnessed by 
Gregg. In the last stages of consump- 
tion it is the practice to stimulate the 
patients with brandy, and sometimes 
they were given morphine to ease their 
pain, and if Gregg made the charges.-it 
is probable that he imagined that the 
medicine was what killed them. He 
made no complaint, however, at the hos- 
pital. There is absolutely nothing in 
the charges, it was stated, beyond the 
vagaries of adying man, who was not 
mentally responsible for what he was 
saying. 

Only a short time ago similar charges 
were made by a man named Hector or 
Hester, and the matter was laid before 
the grand jury. A thorough investiga- 
tion was made and it was found that 
the charges were absolutely groundless.

DISGRACEFUL SCENE. 


A Deputy Constable and a Prisoner Almost 
Cause « General Row. 


A disgraceful scene occurred at the } 


police station Saturday evening about 
7 o'clock, when ex-Ofticer Todd putin 
an appearance with a respectably 
dressed Mexican, apparently slightly 
under the influence of liquor, and de- 
manded that he be locked up:on a 
charge of disturbing the peace. A 
howling mob of about a hundred men 
and boys had followed Todd and his 
prisgner tothe station, and gathered 
about the entrance. They were loud 
in their denunciation of the arrest, 
which they characterized as an outrage. 
and declared that Tood should not take 
the man to the County Jail. 

The door was finally closed, after sev- 
eral of the crowd had got inside, and 
an impromptu investigation was had. 
Todd wanted the Mexican locked up. 
but the officer in charge declined to re- 
ceive the prisoner, and he was told to 
take him tothe County Jail. The Mexi- 
can, inthe mean time, was clamoring 
for Todd to show his authority for ar- 
resting him. Todd insisted that he was 
a regularly sworn-in deputy under 
Constable Clements, and finally showed 
his badge, which he had pinned on the 
inside of his vest. He then called on 
several police officers to assist him in 
getting his man to the County Jail, but 
the officers refused unless they were 
ordered to do so by their superior offi- 
cers. At this juncture, a man dressed 
in a blue suit with brass buttons rushed 
up to Todd and told him he would go 
with him, and the two started with the 
Mexican for the jail, followed bv about 
twenty men and boys. No attempt at 
rescue was made, and the Mexican was 
duly delivered at the county bastile. © 

~There were several stories about the 
affair, all of which put Todd in a bad 
light. One man stated that the Mexi- 
can was arrested simply because he pro- 
tested against Todd knocking a man 
down on Main street. and all agreed 
that the arrestiug officer was as much 
under the influence of liquor as the man 
he had in charge, and that the whole 
party should have been locked up by 
the police as drunk and disorderly. 

The case will probably be thoroughly 
investigated, andif the facts are as al- 
leged the guilty party should be pun- 
ished. There have been several com-

Points on Peanuts. 

[Pacific Rural.] 
_ The following paper. on peanuts, 
written by J. B. Rea of El Cajon, was 
read before the County Horticultural 
Convention in December: I have been 
requested to give my method with pea- 
nuts. The best soil is a light, sandy 
loam. Time to plant, when the ground 
is warm, same time that corn is plantéd. 
Plant seed eighteen inches by three 
feet. If the soil is not naturally moist 
it must be thoroughly irrigated and cul- 
tivated before planting. Cu!tivate till 
vines interfere—never touch a vine 
with hoe, shovel or cultivator. This 
rule is imperative for best results. 
Never hill or draw dirt to the vines. 
Irrigating and disturbing vines after 
they are up causes muddy nuts, whichare 
impossible to make bright afterward. 
My plan of harvesting to save fodder, 
which is about equal to good clover hay, 
is.as follows: Put a knife on the two 
hind cultivator teéth—take all other 
teeth out— drive the horses astride the. 
row. The knife cuts the taproot of the 
vine. Leav: the vine in the row for 
two or three days, then put two or 
three rows together for two or three 
days tillcured. Then haul to barn or 
storehouse and pick nuts off by hand. 
The nuts are then put into a wire cvlin- 
der and turned around till polished, 
bright, when are sacked. Al- 
though my method is not as expeditious 
as harvesting by a machine, the fodder 
is of such good quality as to more than 
compensate for the extra time. My 
yield was 40 sacks of 40 pounds to the 
sack, or 1600 pounds'to the acre, worth 
8 cents per pound—making $48 per 
acre,

ORANGE COUNTY. 


The Peat Lands Still Free from 
the Grip. 


A Peculiar Feature That Has Not Yet 
Been Explained, 


Farmers and Fruit-growers Worrying 
About the Rain. 


No Cause for Uneasiness as Yet—The Tug- 
of-war Teams Practicing for the 
Coming Contest—News 
in Brief.

Since the publicationof an article in THE 
TIMES about ten days ago, to the effect that 
so far as known residents of that portion of 
Orange county known. as the Peat Land 
country have been abgolutely free from the 
common malady, la grippe, there has been 
much speculation as to the correctness of 
the statement. The story has not been be- 
lieved by many people, some of the doubt- 
ing ones being residents of our own county. 
The grounds for disbelief have simply been 
that it was not believed that the disease 
was a respecter of localities and thatit was 
hot thought possible for the soil to possess 
elements not congenial with ‘“‘grip’’ germs. 
Investigations have been continued since 
the first notice was made of the matter, ten 
days or more ago, but not a single case has 
been brought to light. The following let- 
ter confirms the statement that so far as 
known residents of the peat lands are abso- 
lutely free from the prevailing epidemic: 

**WESTMINSTER, Cal., Jan. 18, 1892. 

E. 8. Wallace, Santa Ana, Cal.—DEAR SiR: 
Your letter is at hand and in ra I will 
Say we have no cases ofthe epidemic erron- 
eously-called la grippe, on the peat land; 
not a single case nearer than 300 or 400 
feet to peat beds. What may develop later 
on wecannotsay.

NO.CAUSE FOR UNEASINESS AS YET. 

Vegetable and grain farmers and fruit- 
growers of Orange county have been con- 
siderably exercised the past few weeks over 
the seeming probability of a dry winter.

Last year, it wiil 
be remembered, we had but a fraction over 
two inches of rain until the 15th of Februa- 
ary and from that time on a sufficient 
amount of water fell to convert 
“the nut-brown hills into a beautiful emerald 
green, to tnsure a tuxuriant growth of veg= 
etables, grasses and cereals, and cause a 
prolific yield of citrus and deciduous fruits 
the following season and make glad the 
heartof man. So farthis winter we have 
had but a fraction less, than two inches and 
itis yet several weeks until the date of the 
heavy rainfalls of last year. A man who 
prophesied correctly last year asto the be- 
ginning of the rainy season advises us now 
to prepare for a heavy downpour on: or 
about the 12th of February,.and he adds 
further that after that date all California 
will cease the cry for water, as there will 
be rain sufficient for the demands of any 
locality. Until that time, at least, the 
farmer can afford not to worry.

bim.

The Farmers and Fruit-growers Anx- 
ious for Rain. 


Damage by the Recent Frosts and Winds~— 
The Greatest Injury About Lords- 
burg and North Pomona— 
Briefs and Personals.

The valley is very much in need of rain, 
This weather is very fine for tourists, but 
does not suit the farmers and fruit-crowers, 
Most of the fruit-growers are anxiously 
awaiting rainto see if the oranges will 
show any further effect of the recent cold 
spell. Someclaim that when wet weather 
sets in the fruit will absorb moisture, and 
consequently not be fitfor shipment. It is 
to be hoped that this is not the fact. Rain 
is needed for grain flelds as well as the in- 
jured fruit trees. 

A ride over the vailey among the fruit 
orchards shows very.clearly the work of... 
frost and wind. The most damage is 
around Lordsburg and North Pomona, 
probably from the fact that there is more 
land set out to lemons and oranges in that 
section than elsewhere. The young lemon 
trees are set back according to 
old orchardists at least two years. One or- 
chardist claims his three-year-old orange 
trees are set back at least two years, 
Then again there are tracts that show no 
perceptible damage. The Seth Richard's 
tract had. previous to the last cold spell, 
as fine a crop of oranges as was ever in the 
valley. They are damaged considerably, 
just how much can not be said. However, 
last year was exceptionably good. We will 
hope for good crops in future. Southera 
California has fewer fallures from crops 
than any section in the United States, and 
that is worth a good deal.

THE PRESS DELEGATES. 


A Pleasant Day at the City of 
3 Bay’nelimate. 


A Steamer Excursion and Lunch at 
the Hotel Coronado, 


Entertained by Admiral Brown on the 
Cruiser San Francisco. 


Incidents of the Run from Riverside to San 
Diego—Mrs. Frank Leslie and Her 
Husband—Willie's Objec- 
tlonable Ecccntricles, 


When the special train of the Press 
Cub delegates left Riverside late Sat- 
urday nigut it was pretty well filled 
with oranges on branches and in boxes, 
which had been presented by the citi- 
zens along the route from los Angeles 
to thatcity. The passengers had by 
this time collected quite an assortment 
of more lasting souvenirs of California, 
but none seemed to have such a hold 
upon their fancy as the branches of 
green leaves and golden globes. Pep- 
per branches, palm leaves and other 
specimens of the like were in abund- 
ance, arranged not so much for deco-

THE LATE OFFICER BEVAN. 


Funeral from the Residence Yesterday 
Aftefnoon--A Large Turn-out. 

The funeral of the late Police Officer 
Bevan took Mace. from the residence, 
No. 641 South Les Angeles street, and 
was very largely attended. Deceased 
was a member of the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows, the Foresters and the 
Elks, all of which turned out in force, 
besides two divisions of police force in 
full uniform. 

After brief religious services at the 
house the remains were taken to Rose- 
dale Cemetery for burial, the Odd Fel- 
lows officiating at the grave. 

As has been stated, Bevan, while one 
of the youngest officers on the force, 
was one of the most efficient, and en- 
joyed the respect and esteem of every- 
eone connected with the department. 
For some months before his death he 
had been stationed in Chinatown, and 
had made a stndy ef the Chinese char- 
acter, thoroughly posting himself on 
everything connected with the Chinese. 
He took a very prominent part in the 
trial of the notorious Wong Ark, who 
deliberately murdered his female slave, 
in Chinatown, some months ago, because 
she refused to supply him with money. 
Bevan dug up the greater part of the 
evidence, and was the most important 
witness for the 
principally on his testimony that Ark 
was convicted. During the course of 
this trial the police forcein general, 
and Bevan in particular, were very 
roughly handled bythe attorneys for 
the defense, the officers being charged 
with perjury and almost every other 
crime in the calendar. Bevan was a 
verv sensitive man, and was greatly 
worried over these criticisms. Being 
naturally of delicate physique, the 
straimto which he was subjected told 
on his health, and from that time he was 
never the same man, Shortly after last 
Christmas he contracted a severe cold, 
and on January 3 he took to his bed. 
In his weakened condition he could 
make no headway against the disease, 
and, although everything possible was 
done for him. it was without avail. 

The members of the police depart- 
ment adopted suitable resolutions of re- 
spect for the deceased.
